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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's response filed 6/13/05 has been considered. While Applicant asserts that claims 18, 41, and 48 
have been made to comply with the Examiner's request such that they are in condition for allowance, that is not an accurate assessment 
of the Examiner's comment. In particular, review of independent claims 18, 41, and 48 indicate that ALL of the limitation of the allowable 
species have not been incorporated into the claims. The Examiner's office action indicated that it was once again noted that Applicant's 
elected species is allowable over the prior art of record. The allowable elected species is when the toxic domain is diphtheria toxine, the 
targeting molecule is Her-2/New, and the radionuclide is 64Cu. . 
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
